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DENTAL STUDENTS RECEIVE 
SUMMER AID 


The Dental Student Community Program 
of The University of Alberta has received 
a contribution of $86,450 from the federal 
government’s Opportunities for Youth Pro- 
gram, the largest allocation in Western Canada. 
Eighty-six students will be paid $1,000 each 
for three months work this summer and the 
balance of $450 will be spent on administering 
the program. 

The students commenced work on May 10 
and all 86 are currehtly employed on 
approximately 20 different projects through- 
out the province. Many are engaged in 
preventative dental care programs at such 
centres as the Robin Hood School for 
Retarded Children at Sherwood Park; the 
Alberta Hospital at Oliver; the Alberta 
Hospital at Red Deer; the Fort Saskatchewan 
Correctional Institution; the City of Edmonton 
Local Board of Health, and various public 
health units throughout Alberta. 

The philosophy of the Dental Student 
Community Program is to provide services 
to an underserviced area of the population, 
while at the same time acquainting the student 
with problem areas in our society. 

The program is being administered by an 
executive composed of MURRAY BLOOM, a dental 
student; DON BROWN, a graduate student in 
Business Administration and Commerce, and 
HERB SILBER, a student in the Faculty of Law. 


SCANNING ELECTRON 
MICROSCOPE ACQUIRED 


The National Research Council of Canada 
has awarded a major equipment grant of 
$72,000 for a Scanning Electron Microscope 
(SEM) to D. A. CRAIG, Assistant Professor 
of Entomology. The successful grant 
application was supported by other potential 
users in many departments and faculties. 

The SEM will be housed in the Department 
of Entomology on the second floor of 
the Agriculture Building and will be operated 
by the Department for the use of all staff 
members who require these facilities.

1918-1971 


KENNETH ARTHUR KYLE, Assistant Manager 
of the Building Services Division of the 
Department of Physical Plant, died suddenly 
on Friday, June 
18, after a short 
illness. Mr. Kyle 
was born in 
Strome, Alberta, 
on October 15, 
1918, and attended 
Rosevale School, 
from which he 
graduated in 1935. 
He enlisted in the 
Canadian Army 
in February, 1940, 
and participated 
in the invasion of Sicily. He left the army 
finally in July of 1958, having re-enlisted 
in 1946 and served in both Europe and 
Japan. He was with the Alberta Co-operative 
Association as warehouse supervisor for 
two years before joining The University of 
Alberta as caretaker in February, 1961. 

He was promoted Chief Caretaker on 
October 1 of that year, a position he held 
until October 1, 1968, when he was promoted 
to Assistant Manager with the re-organized 
Building Services Division. 

Mr. Kyle had been a member of the 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse Commission of the 
Province of Alberta since March, 1970. He 
was active in the National Executive 
Housekeepers Association, and was the 
Treasurer of the Alberta chapter at the time 
of his death. He was also a member of 
the Montgomery Branch, Number 24, Royal 
Canadian Legion. He is survived by his 
wife, Sally, two daughters, and two sons.

CONTRACT AWARDED 


The Board of Governors has announced 
that the contract for construction of a feed 
mill at the University’s Ellerslie Farm has 
been awarded to Apex Seed and Feed Plant 
Construction Ltd. of Calgary. Apex was 
successful among five bids with a price of 
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$192,024, below the target cost of $194,000. 

The feed mill will provide modern facilities 
to mix and process feeds for livestock and 
poultry for the Department of Animal 
Science. It is designed to give versatility in the 
types of feed produced, as about 400 
experimental rations are fed during the course 
of a year. Research in animal nutrition 
requires production of feeds to rigid specifica- 
tions, accurately compounded, and free from 
contamination. 

J. R. OGILVIE of J. R. Ogilvie and Associates 
Ltd., consulting engineers, was prime con- 
sultant on the project.
